He Sfiiw In the yearning by other rail- 
way corporations for tho road proof 
of Ua value as a govenment asset. 
Vv'ith a wise and vigorous policy, and 
this included tlie aljsorptlon of the 
branch railways, tlie Intercolonial's 
sphere of usefulness could be greatly 
enlarged.

Missouri h.aw Prescribing Two-Cent 
Passenger Fare is Nulli-fied - 
• 6y Court 

fcansas City, Mo., Marcli 8.— Mis- 
souri's two-ci-nt passenger and maxi- 
mum freiglit law.s wore nullified by a 
decision lianded down today in the 
United States district court by Judge 
Smith JlcPherson, of Red Oak, Iowa. 
As a result- It is believed there will be 
; a quick return in Missouri to three- 
cent fares. Frank Hagerman, for the 
elgliteen ' companies involved, asserted 
today that '■the •decision sounded the 
death knell of- the two-cent rate In 
every state in the United States. 
'Judge McPherson held that both the 
commodity and passenger laws were 
confiscatory and unconstitutional, and 
Mr. Hagerman declared that it is not 
conceivable that If tho two-cent rate 
is confiscatory in Missouri, it cannot 
bo compensatory In other states. 

The state, on the other hand, de- 
clared that Missouri's fight for lower 
rates would continue. Elliot .W. Major, 
attorriey-generalj-who, was in court to- 
day when- the, decision was read, said 
tli^t an apijeal would be taken, and 
tinit the present legislature would be 
asked to pass new rate laws that 
would stand . the tests of the courts. 
Governor Hadley made a similar state- 
ment.

NANAIMO CORRECTS 
ALARMING REPORTS 



No Smallpox 'Visitation Such 
As That .Described in the 
Late Rumore 



Nanalmo, March 8. — Alarming re- 
ports have been going through the 
province about the prevalence of small- 
jiox in Nanalmo; — 'In - some looalltles 
tho report Unit there are hundreds of 
cases of the disease In the city have 
been accepted as correct. As a mat- 
ter of fact these reports are grossly 
exaggerated. There are at tlio pro- 
sent moment a few cases of some dis- 
ease in tho city, which the physicians 
are in some doubt whetlier to desig- 
nate smallpox or cliickoniiox. Some 
of the cases leading doctors In tho city 
have iironounced chlckenpox, while 
others have described them as sinall- 
liox. All the cases, however, are under 
the strictest quarantine, and every 
precaution Is being taken to see that 
it does not spread. In order to stamp 
the disease out as quickly as possible, 
the city authorities have decided to 
close tho shows and other jjlaces of 
amusement for a few days and put 
compulsory vaccination into effect. 
,Nanaimo people are not alarmed In 
the least, and it is believed that a few 
days will see the end of tho epidemic, 
whether It be smallpox or chlckenpox. 
So far the disease has been very 
light. The Indian rancherle, where it 
started, is now free of cases, and the 
quarantine has been lifted there.

Reported Feature of the U. Si 
Tariff as Prepared by the 
House Committea

Washington, March 8. — Having been 
practically completed by tho tariff 
framor.i, portions of the new tariff bill 
tonight wore sent to tho government 
printers. It ISi, expected that by Wed- 
nesday the enthie J- measure will be In 
type. - "•' 

Although no announcement has been . 
made by the House committee oh 
ways and means regarding any of tho 
schedules of the tentative bill. It has 
been learned on good authority that 
as a concession to the shoe : men^ be- 
cause of the placing of , hides • oh-^-thb 
free list tho duty on shoes wlU'toe conVi" 
siderably reduced. While no figures 
were obtainable regarding tho steel 
schedule, it wa;) stated on the same au- 
thority that a substantial reduction in 
tho duty on steel rails, tools and simi- 
lar products is provided for. 
" A -cut of one-half in tho duties on 
lumber and manufactured lumber Is 
understood to bo one of the changes 
provided by tho now bill. During tho 
hearing on tho lumber schedule It was 
claimed that the forests of the countr.v 
could only be conserved by admitting 
foreign lumber free of duty. It is un- 
derstood that Gifford Plnchot, chief 
forester, is preparing figures for the 
committee, in a further effort to havo 
lumber placed on the free list, Camp 
Clarl^, the house minority leader, 
claimed at the hearing that tho pro- 
fits of the lumber dealers were inor-, 
dlnately large. Representative Camp- 
den, a member of tho committee, has 
championed the cause of .theij^Lupi^^er-,. 
men, and the latter have beeipL^^Q^klhgV 
to prevent the free entry !o£|l,umbj^r.v; 
They- contend .that (.the? ra^ 
shouldixibo ilnprpasedV IjiJ.ordejrUhat'i 
Amerieanw'ihaustrjf .'may? with 
the cheaper labor employed In Canada 
and beciniso'of -the bettervf acuities for 
importation afforded by -the proximity- 
of tho Cankdlaii lumber camps to wa.- - 
terways. , 

Whiskey and beer Will remain as, 
they are at present if the sub-com- 
mittee resolutions are enacted Into 
law.

Tliat feature of the war revenue 
is Incorporated In „ -the ..measure as 
drafted, It Is saId.:'.-VA?|'inatter-. wlilch 
i.H perplexing the comriilttee Is the 
placing of a tax on Inheritances. Presir 
dent Taft wants 11, It is declaredi^and 
is pressing the committee to" take ac-? - 
tlon along that line, and the Indica- 
tions are, it is said, that the. commlt- 
l5*o will yield to the president's wishes, 
'president Taft is seeking to havo a 
copy of the bill delivered to the senato 
committee on finance before the spe- 
cial session begins. In order that It 
may be given work on It at once, be- 
lieving that much time will be saved 
thus and that the extra session will ba 
niatorlally curtailed. 

It is understood that tho policy oC 
tho Democrats will be to criticize tho 
Ilcnublican bill .and offer amendmenta 
to It. They will follow a tariff for re- 
venue rather than a free trade policy.

IN LOCAL THEATRES 



luilding Inspector, and Fire 
Marshal Make a Conir 
plete- Examinatlo.n 



All oxaniliidtlon^ of tho - theatres of 
the city. with .a;-viow- of ascertaining 
wbnther ;.the \ playhouses . are comply- 
ing wlth''the'! civic'' rcVuIa^^^ for the 
protection of >' the public has been 
niado toy the city , buildings inspector 
and the chief of- the life brigade. The 
investigation Has shown that tho exit 
capacity of tho local theatres ia aulto 
adequate and that In other respects 
the safety of tho plonsure-lovlng pub- 
lic has been properly safeguarded. 
After setting forth tho particulars of 
the steps taken to alford protection 
to tho public in tho matter of exits, 
lire escapes, etc., tlic report says: 

Talcing into consideration the tiuesr 
tlon of the danger of tho mox'lng jiic- 
ture machine. It might be said that 
the actual liability of a tire resulting 
from any of those In operation ia most 
remote oa account of the i)rccautlon- 
ary meaaiires taken t;> obviate sucli 
.'i probability. Different theatres ap- 
pear to have adopted different feat- 
ures of safety. Apparently tho latest 
nrausement places that have opened 
having secured the most modern ap- 
pliances and all have expressed a 
willlngnoss to adopt any suggestion 
that might tend to add to the safety 
of their appliances. "W'o luivc renlls- 
no regidatlono governing the oi)er- 
^itlon of these machines, although \vc 
luive before us several copies of rules 
as laid down by different boards of 
underwriters na well ns a copy of tlio 
paper read before; the convention of 
lire chiefs recently held in this city. 
All these deal very fully with this 
stiLiject and we would reeonnnend 
that authority he given to tho liuild- 
ing inspector, city electrician and lire 
marshal to take up the matter o/ 
drafting regulations governing this 
feature. Mr, Lawrle, tho secretary of 
tho local board of imderwritcra has 
kindly offered his assistance in such 
A measure. Under existing conditions 
we ilnd that in all cases the operators' 
booth haa been lined with asbestos 
and covered with galvanized iron so 
that the probability of a Are result- 
ing Is most' remote, the only real dan- 
ger that might ensue would be that 
In the event of a film catching lire 
^1. certain amount of smoke and a (lash 
of lire might em.anato from the oper- 
ators' booth, thus creating tho possi- 
bility of fright among an audience, 
resulting perhaps In a stampede, al- 
though we have demonstrated earlier 
!n this report the entirely adequate 
exit capacity of all theatres. The re- 
mainder rests with the several man- 
agers to bo In a position to -control 
his audience in an emergency.

B. . "We find that according to tho 
l:iOS Vancouver city bylaw their, re-, 
Kulatlon provides for IS feet ■oHnoxit 
for every one hundred persona,', while 
I.Ue Victoria regulations provide for 
22 feet for every one hundred persons. 

C. In the case of the Victoria and 
Urand theatres; these being • throe- 
utorey ■ buildings, are both provided 
f^ilh Are escapes and standplpes. 

D. In this report wo have dealt 
with every phase of safety except that 
of electric wiring, which we consider 
/iliould bo handled by tho oiT.cer ap- 
pointed for that purpo.se, and would 
Impress upon you tho necessity of a 
net of regulations governing the op- 
t^ration of tho moving picture ma- 
rliine on account of the probable op- 
i;ning of more of these places of am- 
usement in which event all should be 
put on a uniform basis of rules, as in 
llio caso In otiier cities. 

On account of a considerable know- 
ledge oC electricity being required in 
tlie operation of these m.achines we 
would recommend that all persons 
employed to operate same be required 
to jjaas an examination before the city 
electrician who will be empowered to 
i^rant a license to all successful ap- 
plicants.

Upon tho 25th the jilanet Noptuno 
will bo stationary, which -ivill giv(! rlao 
to storms upon both tho Atlantic and 
tho P.acific oceans. 

Upon tho 2Gth, IMars will bo in con- 
Junction with the iilanet Uranus, 
which will cause a good deal of trouble 
in tho way of earthquakes and of 
eartliquakc shocks, and as tills -u'ill 
happen nt no great distance from tho 
Pacific coast line wo shall probably 
bo visited with earth tremblings.

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TIMBER LICENSES 



■lA' J. few days ago in commenting 
i^.'^pbii the work of the Conference held 
''in Washington to discuss the Conser- 
vation of Natural resources, wo men- 
■lioned tliat one of the resolutions 
Adopted Eavored such a tenure of tlm- 
>}ber lands as .'would remove any In- 
• centive on the' part of those holding 
them to slaughter the trees. Tliis 
was exactly in line with wliat the 
Colonist had. already advanced on this 
point, for it always has seemed un- 
wise to us to make the title to tim- 
ber lands so uncertain tliat the liold- 
ors would be led Ijy the Inatinct of 
Belt-preHcrvatkin to cull out the best 
■timber and pay no attention to tlie 
■])reservatioii of tlie rest. We there- 
of ore ' (favored such a reasonable iplan 
of extending the tenure under licenses 
that the licensees would have a direct 
and personal interest in tbo conser- 

■ vatlon of the timber. Under a system 
i/^df Zl-year licenses the licensee has no 
"^Jlncentlvo' whatever to conserve the 

property. It Is his interest to get just 
as much timber off the land as lie 
can within the term, lind he is cer- 

, A tain to carry on his operations in 
vsuch a way that he can strip the land 
of the best that Is on it at the least 
possible cost to himself. Henco ho 
has no I'eason to talce extra precau- 
tions, to see that bis limits are not 
Injured by fire. He may take a 
certain Interest in that way, but ho 
will not be as careful as a man would 
'be If he know that ho would be at>le 

f ]to hold the property as long- as he com- 

/■Iplled with the government regulations. 
A lumber cjimp. which has been pro- 
perly cleared up. ik not only a g\iiir- 
antee of safety against fire, but it is 

^'the first step In the direction of an 
. efficient system of reforestation. 

The prevention of forest fires' Is of 

■ such great Importance that of itself 
it affords an excellent reason for malc- 
ing the licenses renewaljlo. We have 
always, in consldoring this exceedingly 

/momentous matter, found difflculty In 
deciding upon any plan of co-operation 
between the timhermen ;ind the gov- 
ernment. We liave seen tliat those, 
who own the timber lands outright, 

. take good care of them, but It always 
seemed unreasonable to Insist" upon 
extra precautions being taken by men 
whoso tenure is only temporar\-. AVo 
should not be disposed to favor any 
prolongation of the licenses unless 
coupled therewith wore well-consldor- 
ed regulations for the prevention of 
flres. These ought not to be hastily 
framed, and so that It is under.stood 
that thoy will be made, the principle 
of renewals can safely be adopted and 
the regulations be made as experience 
and Investigation shall show Is desir- 
able. 

Another eonsideraiioii wtiicli influ- 
ences us to favor the continuation of 
the licenses is that. If the holders know 
that they have a reasonable continuity 
<if title thoy will feel safe in making 
the invc.'Jtmonts necessary to get out 
till' tinilier in an advantageous way. 
'i'liey will iiave an inducement to estab- 
lish plants tor the manufacture of 
lumber. They will have good reason 
to build railway lines, • not merely as 
logging roads, but such as will at the 
Kaine time open the country for settle- 
• ment. 

Yet another matter Impresses Itself 
upon us. Wo all know that all lum- 
ber oiieraloi-.'J -irc inH ritli men witli 
jilcnty <>( (•aj)ital. 'riii'V liave to rai.sc 
money on the credit of tiiolr under- 
takings, and it Is Impossible to do 
this unon such an uncertain tcnuri^ 
as tlie prosent timber licenses are. 
Tlie banks do not regard them a.s kuI- 
llclent security. This a.spect of tlu' 
case does not affect tlie Vancoiivi;r 
Island timhermen to any very groat 
degree, but our Information is that 
In the Interior .the mlllmen have been 
very seriously liandicapried thei-eby. 

'I'lio true policy for the people of 
lirltisli Columbia to adopt is one of 
conservation in respect' to the timl)er 
resources, and after the best thought 
that iwe have been able to bring to 
bear upon the subject, the conclusion 
wo have conio ^ to i.s llial per- 
manency of tenure will work au- 
tomatically to ensure this very 
i'''h.ble 'end. . yV.e are not advised 
as to this intehtlori of the present gov- 
ernment ill the premises, but earnestly 
hope that the nilniater.s and members of 
tlu! House can see their way clear to 
sncli an (;naotmept asi wlll .continue the 
tenure of liconses, subject, of course, to 
;,Buch regulation as may hereafter be 
.^'iprhvldiMl. AVe are satisfied tiiut this 
will he better for the country than the 
continuation of tlio law in its present 
state. Even from the narrow stand- 
point of revenue the right of renewal 
Indennltely, so long as the rogulntions 
are complied "with, would bcjf'hlghly 
advantageous. 



RAILWAYVCONSTRUCTION 

Wo have before us a map of Alberta 
allowing the projected railways which; 
the legislature of that, province has 
guaranteed. It Is a highly instructive 
map. It ahowe that the government 
plan contemplates the development of 
two great railway centres, Edmonton 
and Calgary;. Wc r«ote lines extend- 
ing northward' from the first named 
city like the arms of a T. One of 
tlieso is the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways, to which reference has already 
been made, having) Its terminus- at 
Fort McMiirray, of the Athabasca. The 
other is to Peace river landing on tlie 
river of that name, is about 100 
miles from the boundary of British 
Columbia. The guarantee covers only 
50 miles of the 350 miles that will have' 
to be built to reiich the Peace rivet 
valley, but there is no doubt that the 
line will bo extended to cover the 
whole distance. This is a matter that 
the government of this province will 
iiavo to took Into. British Columbia 
cannot afford to have the traffic of 
tlie Peace river country diverted to 
Kdmonton, especially of that part of 
the region which lies within this pro- 
vince, If such a result can be prevented 
by any well devised policy. We do not 
suggest that there Is any Immediate 
need of action, but it js one of the 
tilings, which the government and peo- 
ple of the province will have to keep 
In mind. 

The Canadian Northern receives a 
guarantee for a line to Athabasca 

Landing fruni Edmonton. The same 
conipaiiy get.s a guarantee for a line 
southeast from Edmonton to meet an- 
other guaranteed line from Vegrevillo 
on its main line to Calgary, and from 
a point on tlie latter to Ked Deer on 
the Calgary & Edmonton railway and 
for some distance west. It also gets a 
guarantee for a line from Calgary to 
the International Boundary by way of 
HcLeod; also from a point on that line 
to Lethbrldge; also for a line from 
Calgary westward towards Banff; also 
for a railway northwestward from 
Vermillion on its main line. These are 
the principal lines of the Canadian 
Northern which are guaranteed. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific gets a 
guarantee fur a line from a point near 
Wainwrlgiit, on its main line, to Cal- 
gary, and also from Calgorj' to the 
International Boundary by way of 
Lethbrldge. It also gets a guarantee 
for a line from the last mentioned line 
to Maclcod. 

The map also shows tlie lines pro- 
jected in Alberta. Wlien they have 
been constructed, and of their con- 
struction there is no.'rosisonable doubt, 
the province will be intersected in all 
directions by railwa.v.«. It is a won- 
derfully comprehensive scheme which 
the railway companies have planned 
and which the legislature has cour- 
ageously undertaken to assist. Taken 
in connection witli what the Canadian 
Pacific has done and is doing, It shows 
a degree of confidence in tlie future 
of the province which is not the less 
remarkable, .when we recall that Pro- 
fessor Macoun was laughed at some 
thirty years ago, when ho said that 
cattle would thrive In Alberta and that 
a large part of the country was fit for 
farming. 

PUBLICITY NEEDED 

A number of gentlemen met the 
members of tlie City Council yestcr- 
lay to talk over certain matters re- 
lating to the water supply. Reporter.s 
wc^ro not admitted. Now wo know of 
no reason why the Mayor and Alder- 
men, as private individuals, may not 
meet any number of other gentlemen, 
as private citizens, and discusfl any 
conceivable question which may bo of 
interest to them; but we think tlie 
citizens will bear us out when we say 
tliat all discussion of tlic water cpjes- 
tlon between the members of tlie AI- 
dermanlc Board and any one else 
ought to be public. There have been 
some strange stori(>s afloat in the city 
during tilt! la.st few days. It Is said 
that the Mayor and Aldermen were all 
of one rnlnd on a certain proposition, 
and were turned round to a diamet- 
rically opposite view after a certain 
gentlLinan had talked to them. As 
the |)i'eKs has not been admitted to the 
L-iinsnltation.s lu'Id during tile la.sl few 
days, we have no means of llnding out 
whether or not those things are true; 
but we submit to all concerned that 
il would l)e better In every nni''.s In- 
tere.ft if all diseu.s.shni.s were (,ipen tu 
vvi-vy one to liear lliein. Tile Mayor 
and Aldermen and the city officials 
liave no interests in these matters 
which all the citizens do not sliaru 
eipially with theni. Tlie.v ought to In- 
vite publicity. They ought to take a 
course which will make It impossible 
for their action to be misunderstood. 
Secrecy in public m.atters is always 
undesirable. Moreover, pulilicity of- 
ten leads to the best decision being 
reached. We think the Mayor and Al- 
dermen would have been better ad- 
vised If they had kept the public in 
touch through the press with all their 
negotiations and discussion rein ting to 
water legislation. 

AID FOR THE G. T. PACIFIC 

For some time there has-been rea- 
son to expect that tlie Grand Trunk 
Pacific would Hpj)roacli the Dominion 
government witli a request for tem- 
porary assistance. Previous to .the 
opening of the session at "Ottawa, we 
quoted nii .article from the lOdmonton 
Uullatlii, a pajier owned by tlie I\linis- 
ter of tlie Interior, in which tliero was 
n sirong argument In protest against 
anytliing which would retard the cori- 
ulruction of the new transcontinental 
lino within the limit In the act author- 
izing its construction. Wo suld at the 
lime that this looked very much as if 



the company would aalc for aid, and as 
It the request would not full upon un- 
friendly ears. ; Iti^UIr^bi^ijremembered 
that the Canadian" 'Pacific 'Riallway 
company received temporary assistance 
at one stage during construction, the 
amount having been $21,000,000, which 
was afterwards rei)aid in due course. 

We see no reason wliy a reasonable 
proposltlonvon the part, of . the Grand 
Trunk Paclflb might liot properly bo 
ontortained. It would bo an exceed- 
ingly serious tiling If tlirougli dlffl- 
c\ilties of a temporary natui-e in 
flnanclnB ,:the : :,undertakInB, the con- 
struction *6f the Grand Truhlc'Pacific 
should be at all seriously delayed. Too 
.many Interests are dependent upon Us 
early completion. Hundreds and doubt- 
lesa.tbpusands of people have gone into 
the country or made Investments along 
tlie lino of the road west of Edrnonton 
on the faith of the railway being com- 
pleted In 1911, and It seems to us to 
bo tile duty of the government to face 
the situation stiuarely, having in mind 
that delay may mean very serious loss 
to a great many Innocent yet enter- 
prising jieople. It Is very much bet- 
ter to give temporary asHisiaiice than 
to extend tlie time for completing the 
road. Presumably pefore acceding to 
any request that may be made, the 
government will examine v.-'ry careful- 
ly into what the company has already 
done, and into the reasons wliy tlie 
assistance is asked. One tiling Is cer- 
tain, and it ouglit to be the governing 
consideration in this matter: The 
credit of the countrj' as well as the 
welfare of n great many private peo- 
l)le is Involved In the completion of 
the railway within the time fixed by 
the contract. 



THE HUDSON BAY ROUTE 

The report of Engineer Armstrong 
upon the Hudson Bay route Is another 
proof that Canadians have a good deal 
to learn about their own country. 
Here follows an extract from the sum- 
mary of It made by the Free Press 
Bulletin of Winnipeg; 

The report of Mr. Armstrong ojicns 
with brief descriptions of tlie country 
surveyed toy the engineers. They re- 
port having encountered between 250 
and 300 million feet of logs Immedi- 
ately along the right-of-way, with the 
possibility of much more along the 
tributary streams, and at the same 
time there arc huge areas of timber 
suitable for pulpwood or ties along tlie 
whole route. Kleli agricultural lands 
were found along the Mitislito and 
Grass rivers as far a.s Split lake, and 
along both sides of tlie Nelson rivi:r 
to Hudsnn bav. From .Split lake to 
Churchill tile land is not so attractive, 
the ojieii country being in small 
patclic;., mo.stly timbered and needing 
drainage. Fur 40 miles out from The 
Pas there is a largo quantity of good 
limestone available, suitable for build- 
ing puriioses. Further to the norl;li, 
wliere the rock is largely . Huronlan, 
richly mineralized, epedm'ens have 
been found in many localities. Tiio 
whole .country is cut with numerous 
lakes rich In fish, while game and 
fur bearing animals are found every- 
wherp. 

The whole country soutli of Split 
lake Is full of rivers and lakes, giving 
good communication with the railway 
lines for tlie carrying on of the lum- 
bering and otlier industries wliicli may 
be established in tiie future. Woter 
power sites are abundant on nearly 
nil of the rivers and stream.s, many 
ottering opportunltle;-; for development 
at a minimum cost. Nortli of tlie lake, 
the chief streams of importance to the 
railway are the Little Churclilll and 
the Deer rivers, both of v.-hieii ofier 
convenient routes for the transporta- 
tion of men and supplies. The Churcli- 
lll, although a very large river la not 
particularly useful for transport, ex- 
cept for a short distance at Its mouth. 
It is probable, however, tliat it would 
furnisli many |)Ower «ites of large 
capacity should it ever ^e desired to 
electrify the system, and these at a 
mininiiim of cost. 

The Nelson river, on tlie other hand 
may be described as one of tlie great- 
est rivers of tlie world, as regards the 
actual volume of water dieciinrged to 
the sea. Its total longtli Is approxi- 
inateiy four hundred inile>«, and Its 
drainage area is tremendous. Its tri- 
butaries cover tiie whole of Manltolia, 
tile greater portions of Alberta, .Sas- 
katchewan, North Dakota and Ontario 
west of the Great Lakes, while tiiey 
also enter Montana and Minnesota. Its 
discharge has been roughly estimated 
by Dr. Bell at five times that of the 
Ottawa river at the Chaudlere Falls 
at Ottawa. 

Tliat readers unfamiliar with the 
Keograph>- of Canada may understand 
how the Nolaon river can be truthfully 
said to drain such a vast area we may 
point out that It Is the outlet of Lake 
AVInnipeg, wlilcli receives several riv- 
ers flowing from the e.-ist, that Is out 
of western Ontario, tlio Red' river 
flowing from the south, with tributar- 
ies flowing from Minnesota and the 
Daliotas. the Asslnlbolne. which drains 
a large, region just mirth cit' the IntiT- 
natiorial Boundary and the Saslcatelie- 
wan, the two branches of which have 
tlieir sources In the Rocky Mountains. 
Hiieh a wonderful w;itcrway is It. lli.it 
there seems to be no iiisurnimintablf 
ditliculty in so improving it tliat AVin- 
nlpeg may bo made a port for ocean- 
going vessels during the season of 
open navigation. Truly we are only 
beginning to (Ind out what kind of a 
country wo hove. 

The Hawaiian territorial senate, by 
a vote of 10 to n, has passed to its 
second readlii,-? Ilie anll-.Ta.pniiese bill, 
wlilch prohililts allena from Ilshlng in 
all Hawaiian waters.

We are 
painting out only that If Mr. Oliver 
really wants the cost of producing tind 
marketing 'coal Investigated, for the 
purpose of seeing If wo do not pay too 
much, as we all think we do, liis 
remedy lies at Ottawa and not In Vic- 
toria.

VANCOUVER ISLAND AND. 
RAILWAY DEVF-LOPMENT 

(Charles H. Lngdn)f 



Messrs. Hermon and Iiawk'.'ns con- 
tinued their survey of Vancouver 
Island in the year 1892, and their re- 
port will bo found in the Sessional 
papers for 1893. -Their investigationa 
were confined ' to the region ' around 
Shushartie Bay, which is very near 
the nortlieastern end of tho Island. In 
their report they .speak of tho slope 
of Shushartie Saddle Mountain, an 
elevation 1,'JOO feet in height, the slopes 
of which are gradual, lightly timbered 
and beautifully grassed, while on tho 
sununit there is a fine open plateau 
covered with luxuriant grass. In their 
detailed description that speaks of a 
rolling country with valleys of good 
grazing land, of other valleys of farm- 
ing land,' and summing up their obser- 
vations fdr'the year they say that they 
have examined .143,180. acres of;.grai!- 
ing land and 12,740 acres of, farming 
land. 

Some Useful Comparisons. 

Hero it may bo advisable to make 
a comparison, which readers can have 
in mind in .considering this and tho 
other parts of the Island to bo herein- 
after .referred to. In their; two re- 
ports Messrs. Hermon and Hawkins 
spealc of 62,'?40„acres of farmlng...land 
and. 348,180 acres of pastoral land, 
either; explored "or uriexpldred, ' the ex- 
plored area of the latter beingi 243,180 
acres. This land, be lt reniorhbered, Is 
all or nearly all In the region porth 
of Quatsino Sound. As 'Jjas already 
been said It Is a part' of - the Island to 
which very little attention has been 
given by those persons who have in- 
terested themselves In Its future agri- 
cultural development. AVhat projjor- 
tion of what is classed as pastoral land 
will bo found suitable for farming, I 
v/ill not undertake to say. I notice 
that tho surveyors thoinselves contem- 
plate that much of it will be to some 
extent at least, but I will confine my-, 
self to tho consideration of what la 
reported as farming land, tbat is an' 
area of G2,7'I0 acres. On referring to 
tlie Census oi: 1871, which went much 
more fully into details than any sub- 
sequent Census, I find in the province 
of Nova Scotia the following counties 
with a similar or less acreage under 
crop than is available in tho part of 
'Vancouver Island referred to: 

Hants: In crop 50,251! acres In pas- 
ture 09,331 acres. Population 21,301. 

Annapolis: In crop CG,741, in pas- 
ture 75,804. Population 18,121. 

Digby: In crop 60,273, In pasture 
37,571. Population 17,037. 

Yarmouth: In crop 22,491, In pas- 
ture 20,826. Population 18,550. 
. There are indeed only four counties 
In Nova Scotia out of nineteen that 
had In that year an acreage in crop 
as great as Is available In the very 
northernmost section of Vancouver 
Island, and none of them had anything 
iike as great .an area of available pas- 
turage. 

Of the fourteen counties of New 
Brunswick only five had a greater area 
In crop. than pO.OOO acres, and none of 
them hadiJOO.OOO aores'.In pasture. Some 
of tho cpu^tleri-of ;^ithat'i pfqvhfice with 
very consIdewibly/.Ue'ss /.arable land 
under crop than 60,0'00, acres and very 
little more In pasture, had In that year 
a population of upwards of 25,000. 

Tho majority of tho counties in Que- 
bec .bad about tho same acreage in crop 
as . the- majority <bf the. counties in 
Nova,. Scotia and New Brunswick and 
about 'the same . relative area is pas- 
ture, and their .population ranged from 
In many coses-frbm 15,000 to 20,000. 

In Ontario twenty counties had only 
as much or less land under cultivation 
than Is fit for agriculture in the Island 
urea now being considered, and very 
much less in pasture, and yet su.s- 
tained i^grlcultural populations of 
12,000 and upwards. . 

To me these comparisons are full of 
Interest and encouragement. Just lioro 
a few words as to wliat , is usually 
taken Into consideration 'by explorers 
In new countries, when they are esti- 
mating available farming land. Thoy 
almost always confine themselves to 
bottom lands or lands lightly timbered 
and hardly ever take Into account thd 
slopes of the hills. I asked Mr. Mchun 
whose exploration will next be refor-^ 
red to. what he took Intb account in 
his estimate, and he gave me a state- 
ment very similar to that which I 
have just made. 

Farther Explorations 

Mr. Edward Mohun's exploration was 
made in 1872, and was almost forgot- 
ten by the Crown Land Department 
HO much so, indeed, that an offlclal,' 
.who went over the ground later, said 
that he SUpilbsed they were in a region 
where no white man had ever pene- 
trated, until one evening thoy saw 
what looked like an old "blaKo" on a 
tree, and upon scraping It off. found 
-Air. Mohun's name. Mr. Mohun went 
o\'er tho region north of what Is now 
the Eaqulmalt and Nanalmo Railway 
land and south of the NImpklsh river. 
He found very considerable area of 
good land. Thus he speaks of B.'OOO 
acres on the Karmutzen river, abovn 
tlie canyon, wliicli would be easily 
cleared and readily drained, extending 
along tlie river for 35 miles. What 
tiuire may be In the way of land suit- 
able for tillasc, ,'iflcr the 'timber haa 
been cut off nt a distuncf from the 
river, Mr. Moliun wa.s uniUile to say. 
Ho found good land around Alootza 
Lake, altliougli it is subjeel to Hoods, 
wliicli possibly could bo remedied by 
opening the river ciiannel. On Tsoul- 
ton Creole he found " a beautiful little 
valley of 1,500 acres" being a chain of 
grassy prairies separat(!d from each 
otlier by groves of light timber, and 
the soil very fertile. On the Adams 
river lie found detached alluvial flats 
of from 100 to 350 acres each, niiout 
4,000 .acres .In all, very fertile and 
readily cleared. Of the valley of the 
Salmon river he says it is 20 miloa 
long, and about a mile and a half 
wide, "containing nt least 40,000. aere.s 
of land of very superior quality," with 
good pasturage on the Iqwer elevations. 
Mr. Mohun Ba'y's"th'af he. has In all 
cases -been chreful to underestimate 
the arable "area. 

I I find 'that Mr. D. T, Tliomiison sur- 
veyed; Township 1, near the NImpklsh 
In 1892. His report will be found In 
.Hie*vSiBsSlohal,spap6rs- foj? '1893; and" it 
jSliows .that the Township' is substanti- 
ally all excellent la'iid for' farming. A 
sTpwnsHlt) 'oontalns , 36' sauaxe miles, 
or ■22,040, '^fat Township 1, referred 
to by Mr. Thompson, Is reduced by 
the trend of the coast line to about 
10,000 acres. Before passing on to 
consider other parts of the Island- re- 
ference may be made to the land on 
which the CapQ Scott Banish colony 
was located some twelve years ago. 
Tlio report of Mr. Earnest A. Clevoraiul, 
made in 1S07, sliows tliat there is a 
considerable urea of good farming 
land in that locality. Ho si.'ys that tlie 
section of tho Island examined by Iilm 
Is '.;better adapted for dairying , and 
stock- raising : In conneotlon .with -the 



development of deep-sea fishing, then 
tor any other purpose." In the report 
of Mr. J. H. Grey on a line of railway 
to Port Rupert, lie says that tliero 
would ;bo trlhutwy to. It .about 140,000 
acres^ijOf i asfiblo' I&nd...'','J - am Hoath i^jtp 
niak^^Wtlmatds, .-butvit seema'snbt' un; 
reaSonabIe"^^to- suggest that' from; Sal- 
mon RlyerVto Cape. Scott,'; and includ- 
ing only that part.ofjthe.ilslandi south 
of Quatsino Sound,- which "lies east 
of the central highland, there has been 
ascertained to be an area of not less 
than "200,000 acres of land suitable for 
farming and 250,000, acres , sultablo for 
pasturage, not ' including^ 'a^ny/Jof the 
heavily timboredlarid on'the slopes "of 
the mountains. • 



THE REGULATION 

Socialist Motion for Bi-Weel<ly 
■ Payday Voted Down By _ 
■i .House 



Afterv'ar lengthy debate, and uwo 
divisions "this, premier's bill to amend 
the Coal Mines Re'gulatlon Act was 
given .third • reading and passed yes- 
terday aftdrnoon In tho legislature. 

The bill had to do with the boards 
of examiners maintained at tho vari- 
ous collieries to examine applicants for 
certificates as coal miners. At the 
third reading stage, Mr. Hawtiiorn- 
thwa-ito (Nanaimo) brought in two 
amendments, one pr'bvidiiig for a bi- 
weekly ; pay-day at collif-ries, the otlier 
providing • that an inquest'- should l>e 
held on the 'body of every coul miner 
killed us the result of an accident. . 

The premier declared that tlie 
amendments' >'ero not. general to the 
matter of tho bill, . and were, there- 
fore, out of order. The speaker, how- 
ever, ruled in favor 'Of tlie -member for 
Nanaimo. -The amendments-were vot?ed 
down by the house. 

Four bills were passed at - tlio atter- 
noon sitting.' These were a bill to 
ame'nd the Coal' Mlhcs Bcgulatiou Act 
(tho premier); a bill to amend the 
Municipal Clauses Act (attorney-gen- 
eral); a bin to correct the official map 
of Alberni townslto (chief commission- 
er of lands); and' a bill to amend tho 
Bush Flro Act (chief commissioner of 
lands). V , 

Tho ■Watej*(31aus^B'BllL'8fld the.. Pub- 
lic Service BUI' .were' bbth' be'cr^ the 
committee of the -v^rhole' house for soifte 
time, but little progress waS made. ' . 
New Bills Introduced. 

Mr. Williams (Newcastle) introduced 
a bill entitled "An act for the protec- 
tion of workmen engaged in Industrial 
operations." This was given first read- 
ing. ■ . 

The attorney-general Introduced two 
now bills, one to amend tlie Kxplo- 
slyes' Storage Act, and tho other for 
tho relief of the Armstrong.Power and 
Light company, limited.

The two classes, loan com- 
panies and gambling companiea, should 
bo kept ap.art.

Piiillips was recently released from

land institution. On completing his 
term he returned to Vancouver. 

Several months ago the local police 
communicated with the authorities at 
Wimdpeg in the belief tlml Phillips 
was wanted for having escaped from 
jail there. Tlie fact of the man's pres- 
enc" lioro ivas uominunlcated to tho 
Wlnnliieg authorities but no one of 
that name was known to have escajjed 
At tlial time the man's alias of Fol- 
lows was not known and it Is now be 
iicved that it w.as under that name that 
lie eluded his 'Winnipeg guards and 
camo to the coasi.

Klectric 
company oxiiocts to coniinence lis ser- 
vice on tlio r(;cently constructed cenie- 
tery extension. Owing tr) delay s in the 
Installation of the lilg $120,001) storage 
battery now being put in at the Store 
street plant, the company has not been 
able to put on a service on the ciMne- 
tery extension- as soon as had been 
expected. But within a few days a 
temporary lialf-hoiir service will be 
commenced and on the comiiletlun of 
the work of Installing tho storage bat- 
tery, which the company hopes will be 
acomiilishod In two v/oeks' tini'', ihc! 
full Hervico will be given. Owing to 
the absolute necossUy uf H(>rurlng the 
very best acid for the battery Hpeclal- 
I.V constructed lead-lined tai-ks lia\-e 
had to be installed both at thi> Vic- 
toria Chemical company's works and 
also at the Store street plant for tho 
storage of the fluid. This has occa- 
sioned some delay In the completion 
of the worlc. 

Work is now being done ;it the ter- 
minus of the Oak Bay line, where :i 
loop is being Installed. Such looris will 
be put in at the terminus of each line 
in order that when tho new curs, 
ordered by the conipain-, arrive they 
can be put at once into service. 'J'lie 
cars are what Is known as tlu' 
"Detroit car," large and comniorlicn.'? 
and at tho rear the vestlbuh- will be 
e^;coptlonally large and so laili'il off 
that smokers standing on the rear plat- 
form will not Interfere with pas-sen- 
gcrs getting on and off. As tlie car,s 
are so constructed as to travel oiilv 
one way and will not bo icver.icci at 
the terminus of tho lino as the present 
cars are, tho loops are necessary. 

Arrangements are now being made 
whereby the company's service to the 
exhibition grounds will bo improved 
upon. It Is the Intention to run a looj) 
from the Willows line up Kmprnss> 
road, the thoroughfare west of tlie 
Willows, and around into the fair 
grounds emerging at the main en- 
trance and continuing along the road-

the crowds will bo delivered right in 
tho grounds and witli the comploticn 
of tho double track which tho com- 
pany contemplates laying from Van- 
couver street easterly, ^vlll moan a 
ver.v much Improved service.

BUNKERS AT HARDY BAY 



Experts Go to Cornplete Work 
at New Coal Fields Near 
Northern Harbor 



' A now coalin;; port is to bo cntab- 
blislietl at Boat Harbor, about six 
nillos north of Ladysmltli, whither a 
spur is to run by the WelUngton Col- 
liery Company and probably bunkers 
ibullt; The Jiydrographio steamer 
lilllooot, Capt. Musgrave, which will 
go into commission again next Mon- 
day, has been ordered to make u 
hydrographlc survey and 'Jliart the 
harbor with this end In view and the 
surveying: steamers of the Dominion 
government will leave early next 
week to make a survey of the now 
harbor where the collier fleets are ex- 
pected to be berthed in the future. 

Another coaling port at the north 
end oC Vancouver Island is also In 
prospect. On the steamer Princess 
May, which sailed on Sunday night 
were engineers bound to tlie coal 
lands near Port McNeill, at the 
northeast end of the Island, to com- 
plete the exploratory work which has 
been going on for some time. It is 
stated that drillers who havo 4>Den 
boring with diamond drills on tlio 
coal lands at the north .of the Island 
havo located good seams of coal and 
20,000 acres havo been secured north 
of Hardy Bay, where bunkers will 
probably be built and a coaling port 
cstablislied. The same «orp.oration 
which has secured the 20,000 acres 
pC coal lands at tho northeast section 
of Vancouver Island has also taken 
■ap the bulk of Malcolm Island, where 
the Ill-fated Finnish Socialistic colony 
under Matti Kurikka was located. 

The work of charting Boat Plarbor 
by the survey steamer Liilouct will 
occupy several weks and when the 
soundings and surveys, etc., have 
•been completed, and the results of the 
work forwarded to Ottawa the Lll- 
looet will proceed to Hecate Straits 
to put in the season's work in that 
vicinity. Last year tho survey of tho 
vicinity o£ Prince Rupert was com- 
pleted 'and the first Canadian hydro- 
graphic charts were prepared. These 
will shortly be Issued, ibeing tho first 
Canadian charts on this coast. Charts 
wore recently issued by tho Admiral- 
ty of JIassett harbor, being the re- 
sult of tho hydrographic work done 
there while II.M.S. Egeria was en- 
gaged In surveying Dixon entrance.

1^ OUTS WITH QOMPjANY. 

t>i8agreement ' Between Doekowners 

and Merchants ^Delays J/Vhat- 
^ com Going There 



There is troubU; between the mer- 
chants of Port Angeles and the In- 
ternational or Straits Steamship com- 
pany. The Seattle Post-IntelUgencer 
says: 

^ There haa'been a ' disagreement be- 
tween .the_doclt owners and business 
men of Port Angeles for some tlm*" 
over the delivery and distribution of 
freight, Which has resulted,, in. a . jna-

Puget Sound via Victoria the ex 
ample oC Seattle should be followe 
and tho Japanese steiimshi:> compan. 
approached with tho request that one 
of the six steamers of the lino be 
named after this port. When the an- 
nouncement was made some time ago 
of the names selected by the Osaka 
Hhosen Kaisha for the six steamers 
building for tlio llno'the people of Se- 
attle noted that of the six there was 
not one which was called the, Seattle 
iiaru, although there Was a Tacoma 
Maru'aiid bh'leago " Maru. The Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce met and decid- 
ed to cable the Japanese steamship 
company asking that one of the stenm- 
ers be christened after tho port on 
Puget sound, and tho Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha agreed to change the nami> of 
tho Suez Maru to Seattle Maru. It i.s 
is suggested that probably a similar 
change would be nindo in favor of this 
city with regard to cither the Panama 
Maru, Mexico .Maru or Canada Maru, 
if the matter was taken up with tlio 
Osaka company.

FO R BANA NA TRADE 

New York Capitalists Will Establish 
Another Service to Nicaragua 
in Ajorll 



Still another steamship line between 
North Pacific coast jiorts and Nicar- 
agua is to be established rivalling the 
Jebscn line whose steamer Enia left 
the outer wharf on Friday last for 
Corinto and the many pcrtu of call In 
Mexico, Guatamala, Honduras, Salva- 
dor and KIcarugua. Tho organizers of 
tho new line are mostly New York 
men wljo have obtailned valuable con- 
cessions from the government of Ni- 
caragua, and they state that they pro- 
pose to Imitatfe qn. the Pacific wliat 
the United Prult company Is doing so 
successfully on the- Atlantic. For tiic 
time It- Is propOsod to operate between 
San FranciKBo 'and Corinto, although 
Puget Sound and • British Columbia 
ports may later,, be. brought within tlie 
scope of the line..,. Steamers are now 
being' secured for the service and it is 
proposed to have the . first steamer 
leave Corinto o'ti' April 15 for Sun 
Francisco. It is Mot proposed to call 
at all the ports of Mexico, Sallna Cruz 
being the rily ' MfcAloiin port of call. 

Tho Jebson line ami the line now be- 
ing iirojocted will both cater for tho 
banana trade, which is expected before 
long to offer full cargoes for tho 
steamers bound north, irrespective of 
other freight. The development of tho 
fruit trude on the Atlantic coast of 
the Central American republics which 
are expected to sliip as much from 
their wcatern ports was mainly duo 
to tho Improved Ih'eaiis of transporta- 
tion given. The prb'blem from the first 
has been to deliver tlVc banana in ed- 
ible condition at tjiH "consumer's door. 
Fast stearners wltH'thclr holds kept at 
the right temperatt1rb;'now- run straight 
to Liverpool and Hamburg, And tlio 
right temperature If?.. only 48 degrees. 
Too much heat means that the banana 
will ripen ton fast. 

How tho trade In bananas has de- 
veloped on the eastern coast is shown 
from the fact that tho United States 
Imports, clilefly through tho port of 
Baltlmoro, 55,000,000 'bunches yearly, 
whore 20 years ago 5,000,000 bunches 
and 10 years ago' 15,000,000 bunches 
were delivered. When picked tho ban- 
.•ma Is green and unediblo and not 
filled out. Sucking tlio strength of the 
stem, the fingers, swell as they ripen. 
But no one who has never been in tho 
tropics knows what a really good ban- 
ana is — a banana which is not cut until 
its skill aet.s on tho plump flesh as 
light as a corset. 

A banana belt run.s all along both 
coasts of Central America. But the 
land on the west coast lies fallow, 
waiting a market. That of the east 
coast extends all the way from the 
Guatemalan liorder, a strl]) from 50 to 
200 miles in breadth, to Brazil, while 
most of the Islands of the Caribbean 
may be Included in n field whicli might 
produce TO times the present consump- 
tion of the continent. ; • 

The shipments, of bananas ''"brought 
north to Vlctorlavljp to date Htiye con- 
sisted of twij^' slilpments' of several 
thousand bunipjied'^^pf J(j(oxIca)i fi-jilt 
shlpjjed by 'ithe '^apadJan-MexIcan 
liners from San Bias. It Is estimated 
that a business so extensive that it 
will require Its own lino of steamers will 
bo worked up between Central Ameri- 
ca and MexIcart "ffifid North Pacific 
coast ports within a few years.

..\.nierlcan jilanters, ;ind as a result 
they obtain twice tho yield. iMiiny of 
the Japanese jilanters In tlie Gulf -I 
Coast I'oglon olitainetl from :;0 to -i") 
barrels of rice an acre this season. ': 

Instead of iilanting several hundred 
of thou.s'.ands of acres In rice, ;is is 
done by most of the American plant- 
ers, tho Japanese grower confines his 
operations to a comparntlvo small tritct ' 
of land. He cultivates o\'ery foot of < 
hl.s land intensively, and makes it 
yield the greatest possible return. J. 

In the colonics Japanese labori'rs aro i 
employed. These workers are Intolll- " 
gent and educated young men who 
hope to make their fortune in tho 
United .States in a few years and 
then return to Japan , and, enjoy. It.', .' 

While rice growing Is- the-jprlnClpal 
industry of the Japancge-In Texas,- the 
AVehster and Doepwater' oolonlps raise; 
varloiis btlfer kinds of. prjDduqts.;" These 
two colonies are typical Japanese com- . 
munltl«s. It is planned by tho lociil 
leaders to establish a number o'J 
Japanese Industries In Texas, Includ- 
ing the manufacture of mats and tap- 
estry, and tho utilisation of rice straw 
in otlier ways. 

John N. .Simiison ,of Da litis, is .stiid to 
be the largest rice grower in Texas, llo 
lias a ftirm of 10,0(10 acres, .situated in 
Mtitagorda County. Ho had 8,000 acres 
of bis f.-irni in rice thl.s season, and tho 
threshing of the crop recently was 
linlshed. The total yield was upward 
of 400,000 bushels, wliich was sold for 
more than $350,000. Eighteen threshers 
worked nearly four weeks to get this 
enormous crop out of tho straw. -

All Night Session Achieved By 
Much Eloquence From the 

Members to Left 



Tlio provineiiil legiHUiture .siicnt la.st 
evenintj and tho early liour.s of this 
iiioriiiMji in pa.s.siny or praclieaily ))as.'-j- 
Inu but two bill.'!. One was tin; meas- 
ure providing for the incorixiration of 
tile farmers' In.stUutes, which iiassed 
final reading' aiul the other, the Tim- 
ber Manufacturers' Act, which jjassod 
committee. Then the house sat for 
wearisome hours in committee upon 
tho bill amending the Provincial Elec- 
tions Act. 

It is an important bill. It defines 
the conditions which must govern the 
striking off a voter's name from a 
voters' list. Tho terms of the l)ill are 
generous. Tliey provide that tliirty 
days' notice must be served upon the 
man at his address before such action 
may be talcen, terms mucli more gen- 
erous than tttoso provided in previou.s 
acts. They did not suit the opposi- 
tion, liowever. 

The measure was fatliered by tho 
liead of the law department, the at- 
torney-general, and tho latter doos 
not socm popular With hlB opponents 
to tlio left of the spealier. Moreover, 
the government members,, bavine al- 
ready said their say. ujion .the bill, did 
not seem dliiposed to answer over and 
over again the objections of the oppo- 
sition. Some queer spirit or spite af- 
fected them and they elected to ob- 
struct. They did . so. 

Honorable members talked against 
tile cloclc for hoiirs at a time — honor- 
al)lc members for the opposition. Hon- 
oiable members for the government 
grew weary of tlie coaselss war of 
words. Many of them repaired to tlio 
lil.irary and seelting edifying literature, 
improved not the shining but the 
darlcenlng hours and exhibited the 
Illustrations to other honorable mem- 
bers growing sleepy under the soporific 
cloquonce of the member from Grand 
Forks. 

When the hours of going to press grew 
near, Mr. Mclnnos (Grand Forks) was 
still waxing olo(iuont upon tho prin- 
ciples of Karl Mar.\, tho attorney - 
Boneral was regarding ab.stractedly tho 
lliird light decorating the cornice of 
tlie gallery at the right hand side of 
tlie speaker, hon; the premier was out 
oil business and many otlier hon. mem- 
i.i rs still^redd, . improving . literature. 
'I'iie comijilttee then ha:d not risen nor 
had it reported progress. It hud 
w(!aried and retired one chairman and 
the second had nearly readied the 
same stage. 

At the opening of tho fvcning .les- 
sion, E. A. McPhillips (Islands) moved 
hiK .'xniendment to tho l-'armers' In- 
.>itituto.s and Co-operation act ijroviding 
Lliat tluTO sliouki lie onlj- one vote to 
one man. Tills would restore a meas- 
ure of co-operation to the hill. Ills 
constituents also had objected to it. 

I^on. Capt. Tatlow welcomed tlie 
ciuestion raised by the amendment, 
and wlslied the unbiassed opinion of 
tlie house. While feeling tlie force of 
tlie arguments advanced, on the other 
liaiid it was urged that with one man 
one vote, there would be difUcuIty 
in raising- the necessary money, for 
which tiome inducement was needed. 
Hence he had devised a compromise 
by which an individual inveslmeiit was 
hinltod to one-twentieth of the capi- 
tiilizalion, and individual voting jjower 
lo one-liftetli. Tb'- amendment was 
lost "1 to 1'!. the government side 
largely oiipo.sing It. The bill was then 
read a third time. 

On the report stage of the act to 
amend the timljor manufacture aet, the 
chief commissioner of lands moved the 
following amendment: 

"3. The lieutenant-governor in 
council may autliorize tho export by 
lessees or llconsee.s of the crown of 
tiic following kinds of timber cut on 
uiigraiited lands of the crown, or on 
lands of the crown whleli shall here- 
after be Krantod, namely, piles, tele- 
gr.-iph and tcieplione poles, ties iind 
crii) timlx.'r, .■ilthougli not marml'ae- 
tiircd nor to be used in llie province." 

Mr. ]'"uU()n thought that v.-lille this 
was ilesigried to im.'in the .«anie end as 
that siibnilttc-(l by the loader of the 
opposition, yel it was lielti'r In that 
It kejit control oC the industry. 

J. A. Macdonald (Itossland) was gl.id 
to see that the government was alive 
to the needs of tlie tie and pole mak- 
ers. But he deprecated a renewed at- 
tempt to get fresh power for the gov- 
ernment. The exported material would 
iuivf to be Inspected anyhow, and that 
would be .suflicient protection. This 
would entail a great amount of red 
tape, as many of the contractors were 
small Mii.'S. 

The pri'iiiier thonglit the two ;iiiiend- 
iiii'nts wi'r.' the same in s|)iril, tlie only 
lUlii'Milty lieing tile reriul n luen t of 
lie iMii issloii friini tlie giivprniir in coun- 
cil. It. w;is a wise |irceaution. Tho 
\:\w would not onl.v apply to Mr. Jlac- 
iliuinid'.H district, and it had been rep- 
re.-^eiited to them that there could not 
be too much caution in preventing the 
export of the timber. A result of this 
had been tho great growth of tlie saw 
mill industry, but lax methods might 
result In an evasion of tho law. There 
would tie no red t.ipe about tho very 
ordinary .aiMilication necessary. 

John Oliver (Delta) said tliat a simi- 
lar provision liad been inserted in 
till- land act of 1!)03. by wliieh the 
nontenant governor in council could 
remit the export t:ix. His eoiistitueiits 
had found that ttu-re was ;i great deal 
of red tape in getting the necessar.v 
leave, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars lost as a consequence. Tlio ex- 
port should be permitted subject only 
to inspection as Mr. Macdonald's 
amendment provided. 

.T. H. ITawthornthwaitn thou.glit Mr. 
Oliver's attitude Inconsistent. Tfe had 
formerly offered an amendment per- 
mitting export sulijcH't: to regulations 
liv till' lieutenant governor in coun- 
cil. 

:\rr. Fulton's amendment was adopted 
and the bill passed report. 

Provincial Eleeftons' Aet 

In committee on tho provincial elec- 
tions' act, tlie first amendment con- 
sidered was that of Mr. Mclniiis 

(fJrand Forks). 

"Provided however, tliat in case of 
any voter leaving an electoral dl.qtrlct 
to reside in iuiotlier (dectornl district 
•}n the province, at least one year must 



elapse'tbeforoythe nAme of such person 
shall bo ■ struck of i: the register, except 
on request of the voter himself."., 

Parker Williams (Newcasjile) -re- 
peated his former arguments ' that 
without the amendment many work- 
ingmeii would bo dlsfranclilacd. Tho 
iblll \wa.a .supposed to bo Introduced in 
order to clean up lists. Both parties 
voted dead men, tiiid he thought tho 
attorney-general should iji'osecute tho 
dead men which arose from the grave 
at election times and Insisted on vot- 
ing. 

Mr. Oliver protested against tho as- 
sertion that both pai'tles Indulged In 
corrupt practices. . If Mr. Williams 
had sufficient evidence to wan'ant him 
making such an assertion, It .was his' 
duty to place it b'eforo' the nttorney- 
genoral. So far as 'rumors wfrnt, 'there 
was a persistent rumor that at tlio last 
general election some 2(30 persons 
were brouglit from Seattle to Nanal- 
nio to vote Socialist, though personally 
he did not believe it. 

Mr. Williams wanted to know why 
tho Liberals had not pressed their pro- 
te.its, and claimed tliat ".saw-offs" 
v.'cro eoiiiinon. 

Air. Oliver denied having ever at any 
time heard of any "«aw-offs." 

Mr. llawthorntlnvaite said It was 
common knowledge, and scored him 
for his position. 

' Why does not the hotiorabla mem- 
ber insist on an investigation," said 
Mr. Williams. 

Greek Meets Greek 

Mr. Oliver: "If my honorable friends 
have not evidence In support of their 
statements, in common decency tliey 
should not make them. If they have 
evidence tliey should produce it." 

Mr. Ilawtliorntliwalte: "Our cvl- 
donee Is ttu^ aflldnvits filed by T-tberals 
on which petitions were based." 

ITe llii'u went on to score tho al- 
leged malpractices of the Liberals at 
tho last Dominion election at Nanalino, 
They had brought voters In in num- 
bers. He knew personally of many ab- 
sentecs brought in. 

Mr. Oliver: 'If that is the case will 
the hon. member explain how It Is that 
his bye-election, concerning which mi 
ouch charges wer^'^o^made, he polled 
some 200 votes le8q:''in Nanaimo than 
at the Domlnionielectlon." 

Mr. Hawtthornthwalte: "That re- 
mark is about as true as most of his 
remarks. There was great excitement 
and a general holiday on the Dominion 
election day, and I polled 715 votes in 
Nannlmo., At the bye-election thoro 
was no excitement and the miners 
were working, but still I only polled 
from IC to 20 votes le^s." 

Support Aniifidiiri'ent 

Mr. Molnnls sp6k'e'"iri favor of tho 
amendment and was followed by Mr. 
Williams, who appealed to the attor- 
ney-general to submit tho bill onco 
more to the caucus. J. Jnrdlne (Es- 
tiuimalt) also sujiported the amend- 
ment and stated that lie was voicing 
the opinion of tho trades and labor or- 
ganizations of Victoria, 

Mr. Ilawthorthwaltc read a tele- 
gram from te Trades and Lalior 
L'ouncil of Vancouver stating that they 
aiiproved the amendments suggested 
by Messrs. Meliinl.H and IMacdonaki. 
He then proceeded to deliver a very 
lengthy exposition of tlie origin, his- 
tory and aims of Socialism ,lhe crimes 
of capitalism and the. shortcomings o£ 
"dukes and ducks" Inithe past. Unless 
he greatly mistook the temper of the 
working class they would not let their 
franchise go without-, a struggle. 

"Were 1 to bo deprived of my bal- 
lot I would not like to stand in the 
attoriiev-generars shoes. I would 
take the law into niy own bonds, and 
from my place on tile floor of tills 
house, 1 advise the worlcers to do tho 
i-.ame," said tlie meinber tor Nanainio. 

Me concluded by announcing his in- 
tention of taking evefy means In his 
Ijower of preventing .the bill becom- 
ing law. 

In the meantime Mr. Mclnnls had 
rested, and he rose once more to is 
feet. Mr. Hawthornthwaito moved to 
report progress. This was voted down 
and the leader .of th^ opposition rose. 
Leader of Opposition. 

lie thouglit there were occasions 
when It was justifiable to resort to 
extreme measures to prevent the pas- 
sage ,of undesirable legislation, and 
so he would speak onco more. He 
deprecated tho threats of violence from 
the Soelalist members in the event of 
the bill becoming liiw. Otherwise he 
associated himself "witii the arguments 
uilvaiH-ed. Telegrams bad been re- 
ceived from representative bodies pro- 
testing against such legislation. Tlin 
oill was unfair, and gave colieetorM 
of votes the power to strike of fname.s 
without having evidence from the 
man whom it was sought to disfran- 
chise. He appealed- to . the member tor 
Feriiic (.Mr. Ross) and predicted it 
would especially affect that riding. 
Some 25 per cent, of tho voters might 
lose their voters. 

AV. R. Ross: "You need not worry 
about me. I can look after my .own 
affairs." 

Mr. Macdonald then referred to tho 
Minister of Works and to the E'reniie-r, 
wlio had that afternoon said he was 
a cluin plon of tlie worklrignien. He 
criticized the silence of Conservative 
members, and stated that the reason 
was tliat they were not prepared to 
give the question an unbiased opin- 
ion. He appealed to private momtbers 
not to be bound to the chariot wheels 
of the uttorney-general. They .were 
there to represent al! classes. 

.Mr. Uawtiionalr.v.Jte next took up 
the jiai-.-ible anrl dealt with the various 
kinds of aiiar,!'!sls, from whom ho 
(lisassociati-d liiniseif. He jiaid a trili- 
ute to Tolstoi and then launched into 
a lengthy dissertation on the subject. 
Advocates General Strike. 

Later on be explained that tho 
weapon ill.' bad referred to was not 
violence, but the geiicr.-il strike. C'rcorge 
Xadeii ((.;ri'<.-n W(iiid) next added hi:i 
(|uota to the obstructive taelles of tlie 
evening. When lie concluded he moved 
to report prtigres.';. 

F. A. Mcl'hilllps toolc the point of 
order that iiotliiiig had iiitcjrvened 
since tlie l.-ist motion to tlie same af- 
fect. Tills gave an oiijiortunity for 
another debate In wlllch Messrs. Mac- 
donald, Oliver, WI.lllams and Naden 
took part. 

Mr. McPhillips: "All I can do is to 
cite the rules." 

Tho honorable luembor then pro- 
ceeded to (jnote from May. John Oli- 
ver was siirpri.^ed tliat the ' member 
for the Islands did not know better 
after so much experience. 

Mr. .McPhllliiis: "Kead the 5)00k." 
(Laughter.) 

Sttnirt Henderson supported the 
view tliat tlie rule did not mean that 
a claust^ In the bill had lo lie disposed' 
of before another motion to rejiort 
progress could bo made. 

Tiie cluiirinan expressed the opinion 
that the ])olnt was not well tiikeri but 
the .Speaker was sent for, and much 
more time was wasted to the great 
dellglit of the opposition. 

At throe o'clock thl.s morning honor- 
able members were still sitting and 
the debate was in full swing.

KAFFIR MURDERED 
SIX NEAR RHODESIA 



Remarkable Book By German 
Author Tells of Emperor's 

Character 

Johannesburg, Mar. 8. — Six men, in- 
cluding three whites, are alleged to 
have, been murdered recently by a 
Kaffir desperado In the neighborhood 
of Salisbury, . Rhodesia. These and 
other crimes; were perpetrated within 
u period of throe days, and until the 
capture of the murderer, who was 
well armed, sometliing like a reign 
of terror prevailed in the district. It 
appears that the Kaffir began by 
brc;aking at niglit into the house of 
the secretary of the Giant mines at 
Hartley, whence he carried off a siiot- 
guii, a revolver, and a considerable 
iiuantity of ammunition. Next morning 
ho assaulted a Kaffir woman on the 
veld not far from a kraal adjoining 
tho mines. Her screams attracted the 
attention of two blacks, who ran to 
the rescue. The assailant at once 
opened Are, shooting one man dead and 
mortally wounding the other. Then 
he made good' his escape. Ho was 
next heard of on the following day at 
tho cottage of a gang-boss on the 
railway Hue some miles distant. Re- 
turning from work towards sundown 
tho railroad man found on his door- 
step the body of a white man. He 
had a bullet-wound in the throat, and 
had not been long dead. After carry- 
ing the body inside, the gang- boss 
passed through to the back of tho 
cottage and v/as horrified to discover 
a second victim lying stone dead. 
This was his own cook-boy, wlio had 
been shot through the head with a re- 
volver. On searching the premises 
the railroader came upon an empty 
shot gun, whicli subsequently proved 
to ho the one stolen from the Giant 
I\nne. The white man was unknown 
in tho district. He had probably dis- 
turbed the murderer, and had been 
sliot at sight. A .sum of $10 was 
found to be missing from the liouse. 

Subseduently two more white men 
were found shot. These terrible do- 
ings naturally created Intense excite- 
ment and alarm: all; over the country. 
Every householder was on the look- 
out with his gun, and tho slightest 
suspicion against a strange native 
meant "shooting at sight." Police 
scoured the district in every direction, 
and close wiitcli was kept all along the 
railway. It was on the railway that 
tho desperado was captured. On the 
day following his visit to tlio gang- 
boss's cottage ho was seen by tlie 
police approaching tho Norton siding. 
He was Immediately surrounded by the 
whole available 'force. The previous 
record of the fugitive had shown the 
offlcera tho futility of attempting tho 
usual straightforward arrest, so the, 
cordon was slipped around him, and' 
a cautious but determined tighten- 
ing of the noose carried out. The man 
fpiickly discovered his danger, and as 
the police apiiroached from ail sides 
ho spent the last of his stolen am- 
munition In an effort, first to in- 
jure his pursuers, and secondly, to 
commit suicide. Ho had only two 
bullets loft. One was discharged at 
a native constable, and tho other was 
llred at hlipsolf. Both .failed to ac- 
complIshedi^th«ilB? obJeeW"V:Tlio men 
then closed In. arrested the desperado 
witliout any show of resistance liaiid- 
siiffed hini, and removed him to tho 
siding. l'"'rom there he wa."; conveyed 
by the first train to Salisbury. 

Freight Train Ditched 

"Winnipeg, Marcli .S. — Ten cars were 
ditcheil on Sunday morning wlieri a 
Caiiadlan JS'ortliern freight train left 
the rails at Wlmmer, some miles west 
■of Kamsack, Sask., through an un- 
known cause, but no person was In- 
jured. 



Promoter In Trouble 

Jlontreal, March S. — Clias. Reld, who 
came here nearly a year ago and form- 
ed tho Canadian Thermos Uottle com- 
pany, was tonight arrested on tho 
charge of obtaining $5,000 under false 
pretenses, from Ernest Gauit. Mr. 
Oault subscribed to that amount of 
the company's stpck. ■ Reld was un- 
able to obtain bail. 



Club Liquor Licenses, 
Winnipeg, Mareii S. — Some radical 
amendments were made in the liquor 
license act in the l;iw amendments 
committee this morning, pertainiig to 
the regulaton of club.i. As the bill read 
lirevlously it \vould require .a licenso 
fee of 5600 from clubs in Winnipeg, 
and members concurred that this was 
a little too high, and would possibly 
put the clubs out of business. Three 
hundred dollars was mentioned as a 
more 'eaultable fee, and the vote on the 
ameiidment was. carried, while to the 
clubs elsewhere In' the province a 
license of $100. was cut down to $50. 
Thirty-live was considered a reason- 
able membership for clubs outside of 
Winnipeg, and this was agreed upon 
as against the original provisions of 
the bill, which provided - that a club 
must have a resident membership of 
one hundred. With these amendments 
the bin passed the committee.

Tlil.i 
outlit has been made for the Roosevelt 
exiiedition by an American linn, 
wlllch supplied Livingstone, Stnnley, 
Emln Pasha, Peary, the Duke d'Abruzzl 
and other explorers with medical out- 
flts.

In the; organ 
of Y'ale University, tho DftHy Ne^'s, ho 
gives his opinion os to the value of a 
college education to a you.hg iman \vho 
wishe.? to make rallroadli'B his life's 

work. 

"The question which you have .'iRkcd 
me — is college education -ni esHeniiai 
or 'evon a valuable preporaliou for a 
man who expects to enter railroai''nH V 
It Is .1 hard one to an.s\eer, ;,iul niy 
answer Is both yns and no. a college 
education will he a great help if the 
man in going tlirnugh college h.-is kept 
the foundations of high 'school learning 
llrinly li.xed. 

"On tlie otiur lumd, if I'e hau neg- 
lected his handwriting an dforgoUen 
liis arUhnielic In liiglier malheiiialics, 
iiotliing could bo worse for hlpi. If, 
however, he sill retains these csscn- 
llals he has a great udvan'ugo in that 
he has a broader view of the world and 
a greattr knowledge of how tn learn. 

"The high school boy h;ts the ad- 
vantage In tliat all Uie lli'-'^t ."y,.,|.ntials 
of good work In railruudluB '.(.re dt- his 
lingers' ends. For In.itanco, tnjcc tlie 
intikiiig eif a siniple staUinient- K 
statement sliould be HRe a picture, 
sometliliiK that can be taken in at a 
glance, not 'a Jumble of ,letters and 
ligures that must be traced carefully 
out and the meaning estriicted from 
tile mass of suiierlluuuH matter. 

"A lligii scliool boy will draw .sucii a 
statement witli jierfecl uecui'acy and 
ckarii<:ss, while a young collego grad- 
uate will draw It In such a way that It 
is a puzzling scrawl. Thus college 
education Is In the beglnnlMg a real 
disadvantage, and I. have found that 
in every caao tho hlSh schPol boy docs 
better ?vorU than , the colege man Un- 
the flrst few years, nowever, as «oun 
as the college >man bas overcome Hiesc 
habits anU has got hack to Hi-hi iirln- 
ciples, he will go ahead niueh In.ster 
than his less oduc.'ited rival. His mind 
is naturally bettor developed and niore 
capable of grtisping tlu. tlno points 05 
the ,busiiiesK. On tlio other liaiid the 
iiigh [jciiool boy, ;is being young<'r, is 
move adaptable and luis not j,, niemi 
cases. the Irregular iKibils of the collego 
man. 

"No matter liow well educated a 
man may be lie nui^t, start in rall'"<'nd- 
Ing-at tho very bottom. ]. recall an In- 
Instance of a Yale graduate wlio did 
this nut many years ago, uud wdio is 
now one of the leading rtill^vay iiieii in 
the West. Ho started a.s n IjraKonian 
ill iMiniiesota, tlieii he wi'nl to a Httle 
cuiuitry town In .\Iicliigan. as an as- 
si.stiiiit station ageiil. ,Vi xt he Was 
.sent to .Vrizoiia, then back lei ci^l'L'or- 
nia; from there 10 Xew Me.xled, then 
li.aeli to ( 'aliloriiia, l"ioldiii;r •"Uecei'-'^lvoiy 
posilieiiis of greater imiiortaiico until 
h'l is now near the top iif the profes- 
sion. 

•"I'liat brings to my mind the great 
difliculty in making a success in 'rail- 
roading. A rallroiitl man has no. Ixed 
liumo; he is Uko a naval oHlcer, always 
at sea, and moreover hO 'is always 
working to the. limit •.oC'hW onduranoo. 
It is tho hardest life I know, onJ Vet 
one of tho most pleasant. 

"In the experience It gives it 1.1!, per- 
haps, the bi^st work for a man to inke
